The Snmmit Hill Marder,

During the past week thero have been
dozens of reports in regard to tha horrld
murder of the young woman, Lelnbach,
at Summit I, At one time the mur-
derer was enught, ngmin forty stalwart
policemen were sald to be lurking In
that highly pleturesque littie town keep-
ing & #'rict watch upon the premises
whereln the supposed murderer dwelt, o
sttd st been found and then a torn and
blood-stained shirt which had fixed the
otimé upon a young man, from thess
and numerous other Jike reports, when
we mounted the buggy behind the rele-
brated matched-team (Jersey) of our
friend L. F. Klepploger, on Wednes-
day morning last, for the purpose of
visiting the scene of the murder, we
were prepared to encounter scenes of a
n very startling nature—yes, even to
find the people runping about with ropes
prepared to lyneh the culprit on the
gpot. Imagine our surprise, when on
reaching town, we found everything
moving along ealmly and quletly, and
none spoke of the murder unless direet-
Iy appealed to on the subject, and then
the answer we received was—'' The
affair is becoming more and more wrap-
ped in mystery, and it ls doubtful if it
Is ever unravelled.” We took dinper
with friend Klotz, at the Eagle Hotel,
and were assured by him that they had
abundanece of testimony to elear his son
of any share ln the murder. After a
stop of about three hours, we started
on our return trip, by way of Nesque-
honing, and, as in golng we found the
excltement and rumors decrease ns wo
neared the sceue, so In returning, we
found tbem to Increase at each stopping
place, until reaching Lehightow, we
were startled by the announcement that
Mr, Klotz's son bad been arrested and
lodged In fall, while we, who had eaten
dipnec with him, and only lefc his home
two or three hours previous, knew noth.
ing of the reported arrest,

In them, When the coroner Is through
with his Inquiry, we may learn che facts,
in the meantime let us trust the perpe-
trator of this fiendish erime may be

brought to speedy justise.

Murder at Segfriead's Dridge.

Last Monday evening a most distress-
Ing affair pecarred in the little village of
Nuwport, on the canal, & short distance
this side of Slegfried's Bridge, and only
about six milesabovethiscity, by which
& man named Smith, & resident of that
place, lost his life, The clroumstanoces
attending the transaction wore most
welaucholy, afford another striking In-
stance of the evil effects of the use and
abuse of Intoxionting lquors, It ap-
pears a dance, or ‘“frolie,” as most
genernily onlled, eame off in the viliage
tavern, and that among those In attend-
noce was Smith, and that between him
and a man named Cunningham & b tter
quarrel sprang up. Ope word borrow-
ed another, until Smith’s temper, heated
by stimulants, and the severe epithets
which his adversary heaped upon him,
caused him o enter into a fstie en-
counter with him, during which Cune
ningham drew & dirk and plunged it
into the abdomen of his antagouist, so
that the blood from the wounds spirted
over his bands, face and clothes. Seve-
ral stabs were Inflicted In the groln and
side. The man fell to the floor, groan-
od terribly, and soou after died, though
not until after Dr. Becker, of Whitehall
Hatlon, bad been ealled to seo him, who
however at once pronounced the wounds
as belng necessarily of & fatal charac-
ter, Smith was n manof family,and itls
sald Cunningham, who Is s boatman,
formerly boarded with him. The latter
was taken in custody Immediately after
the oceurrence, snd yesterday moroing
committad to prison at Easton — the
locality of the murder being in Narth-
anpton.—Allentown Democrat, Wed-
